11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues that the anterior loop is not a knot as recited as in Iqaki based upon the specification statement on page 12, 
I1 14-17 specifically that it would be impossible to return the thread end to the originial position. However, this limitation of having 
the thread return to its original position, is NOT in the claims, only that it is an anterior loop that prevents unraveling. A knot will 
have an anterior loop that inherently prevents unraveling that is continuous with the thread. Furthermore, in regards to Cosgro, 
Cosgro still teaches the step of using an anterior loop to prevent unraveling. Under the claim limitations of just using an anterior 
loop continuous with the thread to prevent unraveling, any loop will do that prevents unraveling. Additionally, Cosgro is similar art 
because they both deal with using a stitch to prevent unraveling of a sewn material. The apparent novel part of the application is 
the unraveling mechanism, which will be found in the art of Cosgro. Therefore, without further limitations of the anterior loop, the 
rejection still stands. .
